STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The closest prior art of record (US 5,332,581) teaches a composition for treating 
keratinous fiber comprising anionic surfactants, acid dyes, non-fatty aliphatic alcohols and 
silicone compounds. However, the closest prior art of record (US' 581) does not teach or 
disclose species of anionic surfactants represented by the claimed formula (I). Further, the 
comparative data provided in the specification at page 20-25 (Table 1 to 6), demonstrates that the 
claimed invention exhibits excellent long-temi stabiUty wherein the turbidity, precipitation and 
separation do not occur in the claimed composition that further provides excellent sensation upon 
use (Ex. 1 to 1 1) over the compositions of the prior art of record (Comp. Ex. 1-10). Accordingly, 
the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art of hair dyeing formulation.
